the next regular session of the legis- 
lature convenes in January, elections 
will be held in seventeen out of the 
thirty-three senatorial districts and In 
all of the assembly districts.

3. — Seventy-five 


thousand persons in the flooded dis- 
trict southwest of Tientsin are facing 
death by starvation and exposure, ac- 
cording to a repart by the 
North 


China Christian Flood Relief commit- 
tee. 
Similar conditions on a smaller 
scale obtain in other parts of the 
flooded area. 
While the water has drained away 
from the larger part of tho flooded 
area, the Wen-An Hsien district still 
forms a lake some 
two 
thousand 
square miles in extent, approximately 
triangular in shape, with Tientsin at 
the apex. 
Here the water, which at 
. 
Its 
height 
was 
twenty 
feet, 
reaches a depth of fifteen feet. 


still 


The district is all below the level 


of the rivers which enclose it and the 
water cannot drain off, but must grad- 
ually disappear by evaporation 
and 
percolation—a process which at the 
best will probably require five ye-ars. 
In some of the river bends there 
have been accumulations of ice which 
have so checked the flow of the water 
that It has broken out again in fresh 
places and reflooded certain areas, 
destroying the winter wheat. 
In one 


district the people had sown wheat 
three times as the water gradually 
drained off, 
and the third time it took 


root, only to be finally destroyed by 
these new winter floods. 
The suffering of destitute villagers 


Is described in a letter from Anplng 
as follows: 
"The cold has cost many lives, for 
the people are largely -without fuel 
and in many cases have no winter 
clothes. 
One of the agents recruiting 
workmen for roadmaklng found 
in 
one village that ten people had suc- 
cumbed in a few days. The destitu- 
tion is increasing and the suffering 
growing more intense."

ci:>.ity of tho camps aro protected. 
Ftanaway9 are restored to their par- 
ents, and amusement places aro scru- 
tinized carefully. 
Tho work otters an 
opportunity for the officer to exercise 
discretion, sympathy, and a knowl- 
edge of human nature that particu- 
larly are her 
own. 
These women are trained, soolologrl-
